Venice Operating Costs Up in Past Year

Although the''city of Venice 
enforced economies in most ma¬ 
jor city departments, total ex¬ 
penditures during the 1966-67 
fiscal year Just ended amounted 
to $508,025, or $88,046 more than 
overall disbursements of $420,049 
In the previous year, according 
to a report by City Treasurer 
Bernard Anderson. 

At the same time, however, 
the city had total available in¬ 
come of $534,470, an increase of 
$63,835 over available operating 
funds of the 1965^6 year. 

Available operating income for 
the past year, which ended April 
80, included $282,028 In tax re¬ 
ceipts and $163,000 in borrowed 
money. The rest came from li¬ 
censes, sales taxes and miscel¬ 
laneous income. 

During the 1966-67 year, the 
city cut expenditures in the 
street department, police depart¬ 
ment, for collection of garbage 
land in many of the smaller op¬ 
erational units of the city gov¬ 
ernment. 

Much of the higher costs were 
due to increased borrowing. The 
$163,000 borrowed includes $95.- 
000 which was transferred into 
the general fund from the Mc¬ 
Kinley Bridge revenue fund and 
additional money borrowed from 
the working cash fund. 

$151,000 in Transfers 

Transfers of these funds also 
are shown as disbursements and 
therefore increase the amount of 
listed expenditures. Fund trans¬ 
fers shown as expenditures for 
the past year total $151,000, com¬ 
pared to a figure of $40,000 for 
the same purpose the previous 
year. This figure alone accounts 
for all of the expenditure in¬ 
crease of the past year and ab¬ 
sorbs most of the reductions ef¬ 
fected in the major city depart- 

Whiie the city had anticipated 
a sharp drop in tax revenue dur¬ 
ing its past year because of 
limited tax rate application 
early in 1966, its tax income dur¬ 
ing the 1966-67 year totaled $282,- 
020, or only $17,957 less than the 
previous year’s collections. 

In addition, most of this reduc¬ 
tion was shown in settlement of 
tax objections from prior years 
and not in the collection of cur¬ 
rent taxes. 

During the year just ended, 
the city received $274,432 in cor¬ 
porate taxes co llected during 
1966, or only $7507 less than Its 
corporate tax inedme of $282,029 
the previous year._

One of the more obvious examples of the 
continual attack on home rule is afforded by 
Senate Bill 1219. It would eliminate local muni¬ 
cipal pension funds for police and firemen and 
transfer their administration to the Illinois Munici¬ 
pal Retirement Fund. 

Pension funds now on deposit at interest at 
Quad-City banks and savings and loan associa¬ 
tions would come under state control and could 
be invested elsewhere. Decisions on eligibility, 
on pension levels and on rights of widows and 
children would be made far from the local 
departments and community. , , , , 

Pension boards here would be abolished and 
their duties assigned beginning Jan. I, ,968 ’. t ? 
a single nine-member state pension board, which 
would, be vested with an awesome amount of 
work, responsibility and power. 

No doubt a case can be made for greater 
statewide uniformity, possibly citing instances of 
mismanagement. But these goals surely could be 
sought in other ways short of a complete take¬ 
over. It should be remembered that state- eve 
government is not always superior to local- eve 
government, and funds sent to the state for local 
return always come back in reduced form. 

Because government should be kept as close 
to home as possible to assure its responsiveness 
to the public's needs and wishes, and be « us * 
any present pension problems could be remedied 
through less drastic steps. Bill 1219 should be 
defeated. The state's own performance in meet¬ 
ing its teacher pension obligations certainly has 
been nothing to brag about.

Mecca Rejects Fi 
By-Law Changes 

The Metro-East Chambers of 
Commerce Association rejected 
n its regular monthly meeting 
Monday night a four-point pro¬ 
posal for revision of Mecca by-’ 
laws. "

The group also heard a discus¬ 
sion of a proposal to establish an 
“Air Illinois” commercial air 
service from Bi-State Parks Air¬ 
port to Chicago. Members were 
informed a Civil Aeronautics 
Board hearing will be held May 
19 and were asked to urge ap¬ 
proval of the plan.
